So  far  as  I am  atvare,  no  respecta- 
blc  lod  e taxes  its  memliers  less  than  50 
cents  a months  afid  so  Aur  brother  of  the 
sixteen  lodges  would  lie  assessed  $06  a 
year,  and  would  keep  life  dues  paid  up  to 
the  month.  How  about  his  church  dues? 
They  were  not  .assessed  by  anybody;  lie 
assessed  himself  in  a sum  small  enough,  to 
• be!  sure. -ami  then  alio  we  1 that  pittance  to 
ruh  In-hind  probably  tar  months.  His 
money  went  into  the  loi^ge  and  the  church 
apd  its  hitdy  claims  weru  pushed  into  tiie 
back  ground  or  giuWn  a trudging  and  re- 
luctant support  That  jis  the  history  of 
many  a Cjhrisiian  lodge Iman  today.  His 
lodge  lines  are*  kept  upj  to  date,  but  his 
ehurch  dues,  often  less,  arc  left  to  drag  far 
in  arrears  and  beaome  af  source  of  annoy- 
ance to  him  and  ijf  confusion  to  his  breth- 
ren. Kvqn  faithful  churdh  members  ofttn 
put  uiorc  money  Into  tile  lodge  treasury 
than  they  put  inta  the  tijeasury  of  the  For- 
eign Mission  Board,  though  their  risen 
Lord,  clothed  with  all  authority  in  heaven 
anil  earth,  says:  tGo  ye  into  all  Hie  world, 
and  preach  the  gospel  fa  every  creature 
He  that  believeth find  is  baptized  shall  be 
saved,  but  he  that  lielieJcth  not  shall  lie 
damned.1'  Indeed,  I wonder  if  Christian 
lodge  men,  as  a pass,  do  not  put  more 
money  iflto  the  lfnlge  yejar  bv  year  than 
they  put  into  alu  the  mfesumary  work  of 
the  kingdom  of  Christ,  and  some  of  them 
pay  more  to  the;  lodge  than  they  pay  to 
the  church  itsclt:  So,  instead  ot  a blessing 
and  a help,  tbiiv  make  the  lodge  a hin- 
drance and  a menace  to  their  spirituale  life. 
In  the  name  of  Christ,  thley  ought  tognard 
this  point. 

There  is  also  clanger  tl  at  the  Christian 
man  will  neglec?  his  home  for  the  lodge  If 
a boy  has  an  ungodly  father,  maybe  the 
less  he  sees  of  him  the  bet  ter.
